Huge Balloon 
Releases 
Live Cargo 


PRINCE ALBERT, Ssk. (AP) 


—A huge plastic research balloon 
launched from Goose Bay, Lab 
rador, released its live cargo to- 
day in a wilderness area about 55 
miles northeast of here. 


The capsule dropped from the 


balloon contained two monkeys, 
two hamsters, flour beetles and 
an assortment of seeds and nerve 
cell's 


They were sent aloft to test the 


effects 
of cosmic 
radiation in 


space and traveled 
across the 


country at heights of 112,000 to 
128,000 feet. 


The 380-foot balloon was the sec- 


ond in a series being launched by 
the U.S. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. The first 
was launched July 14 from Goose 
Bay on a 54-hour flight to within 
a few miles of the spot where the 
second balloon dropped its cap 
sule today. 


It was not immediately known 


if the second balloon's; cargo of 
living passengers survived. A sim- 
ilar group of creatures aboard the 
first flight died during their jour- 
ney 'because of a failure in oxygen 
and heating apparatus.
